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THE  FIRST  75  YEARS 


On  October  13,  1903 s  almost  200  years  after  the  formation  of  the  first  Baptist 
Association  in  America  ,  representatives  of  30  churches  in  the  Johnston  County  area 
came  together  at  Selma  to  form  the  Johnston  Baptist  Association.  As  anniversaries 
are  times  for  remembering  and  this  is  the  75th  anniversary  of  the  Association,  it 
seems  an  appropriate  time  to  take  a  look  back  at  the  work  and  growth  of  the  Association 
since  its  beginning.  Who  were  some  of  the  people  who  played  important  roles  in  the 
formation  of  the  Association  and  in  its  guidance  during  this  time?  What  were  some 
of  the  outstanding  and  memorable  events  in  the  work  and  growth  of  the  Association? 

The  Beginning 

The  Johnston  Association  came  into  being  largely  because  the  Raleigh  Association 
found  that  the  number  of  churches  was  increasing  at  such  a  rapid  rate  and  the  territory 
embraced  was  so  broad  that  many  of  the  delegates  were  unable  to  attend  the  meetings 
of  the  body.  At  one  time,  the  Raleigh  Association  covered  the  counties  of  Person, 
Granville,  Nash,  Orange,  Wake,  Durham,  Cumberland,  Chatham,  Johnston,  Lee,  Sampson, 
foore,  and  Harnett.  It  was  clearly  evident  that  convenience  demanded  that  the  place 
sf  meeting  of  the  Association  must  be  arranged  so  that  those  desiring  to  attend  could 
to  so  by  means  of  private  conveyance.  The  main  mode  of  transportation  at  this  time 
/as  mostly  by  horseback.  Therefore  over  the  years,  the  following  associations  have 

On  July  27,  1707,  representatives  of  five  Baptist  churches  in  the  Philadelphia, 
•ennsylvania  area,  formed  the  first  associational  organization  of  Baptists  in  America. 
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been  formed  as  a  result  of  divisions  of  the  Raleigh  Association:  (1)  The  Tar  River 
Association  in  1830,  (2)  The  Central  Association  in  1860,  (3)  The  Mount  Zion 
Association  in  1869,  (4)  The  Little  River  Association  in  1876,  and  (5)  The  Johnston 
Association  in  1903. 

Formation  of  the  Johnston  Association 

At  the  ninety-eighth  annual  session  of  the  Raleigh  Association,  held  with  the 
Smithfield  Baptist  Church  on  October  29,  30,  31,  and  November  1,  1903,  the  following 
resolutions  were  passed  creating  the  Johnston  Association'! 

"Because  of  the  great  number  of  churches  now  comprising  the  Raleigh 
Association,  and  the  further  difficulty  of  assembling  their  representatives 
for  associational  purposes  on  account  of  the  vastness  of  the  territory  over 
which  it  is  now  spread;  be  it  resolved: 

"1st:  That  we  advise  a  division  of  the  present  territory  and  churches 
with  a  view  of  forming  a  new  association, 

"2nd:  That  we  recommend  the  lines  bounding  the  territory  of  Johnston 
County  as  the  general  boundary  lines  of  the  proposed  association. 

"3rd:  That  we  hereby  extend  to  all  the  churches  of  the  Raleigh 
Association  in  or  near  the  territory  of  Johnston  County  privilege  to  elect 
delegates  from  their  respective  bodies  to  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as 
may  be  at  this  assembly  mentioned,  to  organise  themselves  into  a  regular 
Baptist  association,  to  form  their  own  plans  of  operation  and  co-operation 
with  the  State  Convention  in  the  missionary  work  of  the  denomination." 

On  Friday  afternoon,  October  30,  1903,  a  meeting  of  those  interested  in  the 

formation  of  a  new  association  was  held  in  the  Sunday  School  room  of  the  Smithfield 

Baptist  Church.  Brother  J.  W.  Suttle  presided.  On  motion,  a  meeting  of  the 

representatives  from  the  churches  comprising  the  new  body  was  called  to  be  held 

with  the  Selma  Baptist  Church  on  Friday  night,  Saturday,  and  Sunday,  November  27, 

28,  and  29,  1903,  for  the  purpose  of  perfecting  the  new  organisation.  Brother 

Suttle  was  instructed  to  issue  a  letter  to  all  the  churches  desiring  to  enter  the 

new  organization,  asking  them  to  send  delegates  to  this  meeting  at  Selma. 
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The  First  Meeting  of  the  Association 

On  Friday  night,  November  27,  1903,  the  first  meeting  of  the  new  association 
iconvened  at  the  Selma  Baptist  Church.  Devotional  exercises  were  conducted  by- 
Brother  John  C.  Scarborough,  President  of  Chowan  Baptist  Female  Institute, 
tfurfreesboro,  North  Carolina,  with  sermon  by  Brother  Livingston  Johnson,  Secretary 
of  the  Baptist  State  Convention. 

The  first  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Brother  J.  W.  Suttle,  acting  moderator, 
jwith  Brother  T.  J.  Lassiter  acting  as  clerk.   Brethren  C.  V.  Richardson  of  Selma 
Church  and  C.  W.  Carter  of  Clayton  Church  were  named  as  tellers  and  asked  to  take 
the  names  of  delegates  and  churches  represented.  Thirty  churches  were  represented 
!>y  messengers  as  shown  in  Table  I.  M.  A.  Adams,  J.  M.  Beaty,  and  J.  P.  Canaday 
/ere  appointed  the  Committee  on  Order  of  Business.   Brother  C.  W,  Blanchard  offered 
.  constitution  which  was  adopted  along  with  a  set  of  bylaws.  The  group  named  them- 
felves  the  "Johnston  County  Baptist  Association".  This  name  was  changed  in  1924  to 
:he  "Johnston  Baptist  Association"  by  which  we  are  still  called  today. 

The  first  slate  of  officers  were  elected  as  follows:  Brother  R.  H.  Gower  of 
layton,  Moderator 5  Brother  J.  P.  Canaday  of  Benson,  Vice  Moderator;  Brother  T.  J. 
^assiter  of  Smithfield,  Clerk;  Brother  C.  W.  Richardson  of  Selma,  Treasurer;  and 
rother  C.  W.  Blanchard  of  Clayton,  Historian.   Brothers  A.  A.  Pippin,  J.  W.  Suttle, 
nd  Worley  Creech  were  appointed  as  the  Committee  to  Recommend  an  Executive  Committee. 
he  following  were  recommended  and  unanimously  elected  as  the  first  Executive 
ommittee:   Brothers  J.  M.  Beaty,  M.  C.  Winston,  Joseph  F.  Pool,  J.  T.  Holt,  and 
.  H.  Boon.

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'he  Churches  and  The  Ministers 

In  1903,  the  first  30  churches  were  served  by  only  9  ministers,  raan}^  of  these 
serving  fields  of  3  or  more  churches.  Table  II  is  a  list  of  these  first  nine  ministers 
ind  the  years  they  served  churches  in  the  Association.   In  1977,  the  52  churches  were 
ierved  by  44  ministers  with  most  of  the  churches  having  a  full-time  ministerial  program 
)uring  the  75  years  of  the  Association,  the  churches  have  been  served  by  more  than 
1-75  ministers..  Table  IV  is  a  list  of  all  these  ministers  and  the  years  they  served 
.n  the  Association. 

Although  most  of  these  ministers  served  in  the  churches  of  the  Association  for 
,n  average  of  about  4  years,  several  have  served  for  a  considerably  longer  period  of 

:ime  as  shown  in  Table  III.  Seven  have  served  for  over  15  years  but  less  than  20 

I 

tears.  Seven  others  have  served  for  over  20  years  but  less  than  30  years,  and  four 

others  have  served  for  over  30  years.  Rev.  Charles  Spurgeon  Creech  pastored  churches 
In  the  Association  longer  than  any  other  minister  since  1903.  During  the  35  years 
te  has  been  listed  as  a  pastor  in  the  Association,  he  has  served  six  different  churches 
lev.  Horace  Ricks  probably  holds  the  record  for  the  longest  pastorate  at  the  same 
thurch.  He  has  served  the  Princeton  Church  continuously  since  1950. 

During  the  75  years,  31  additional  churches  have  joined  the  Association.  Many 
»f  these  have  been  new  churches  organised  through  the  efforts  of  dedicated  men  like 
;he  first  nine  ministers.  Of  the  30  original  churches,  two—Mount  Moriah  and  New 
Bethel— are  no  longer  members  of  the  Association  having  returned  to  the  Raleigh 
Association  in  the  1950's.  Wendell  and  Bailey— two  churches  organized  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Johnston  Association  in  the  early  1900 's— have  also  left  to  become

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members  of  other  Associations.  Five  others— Bethel ,  Beaty's  Chapel,  Lizzie  Mill 
Chapel,  Canaan,  and  Black  Creek— have  been  dropped  from  the  Associational  member- 
ship for  various  reasons.  See  Table  V.  The  Association  is  now  composed  of  a 
total  of  52  churches.  The  most  recent  addition  was  in  1975  when  Jonesboro,  a 
newly  organized  church  near  Dunn  in  Harnett  County,  became  a  member  of  the  Association. 

The  Associational  Newsletter 

In  1904,  the  Committee  on  Publications-- J.  W.  Suttle,  J.  C.  Hardee,  and  A.  A. 
Creech — began  publication  of  an  associational  newsletter.  They  called  it  The 
Church  Messenger.  It  was  published  without  any  financial  support  from  the  churches 
during  this  first  year.  In  1905,  The  Church  Messenger  was  adopted  as  the  official 
organ  of  communication  for  the  Association  with  J.  W.  Suttle  as  Editor,  all  the 
pastors  as  Assistant  Editors,  and  T.  J.  Lassiter  as  Business  Manager.  Although 
it  was  to  be  supported  by  contributions  from  the  churches,  the  financial  support 
was  never  sufficient.  In  1906,  due  to  lack  of  financial  support,  Brother  T.  J. 
Lassiter  announced  that  he  would  continue  to  publish  it  for  another  year  at  his 
own  expense.  In  1907,  it  was  noted  that  the  publication  of  The  Church  Messenger 
would  be  suspended  because  of  lack  of  financial  support  by  the  churches.  Even  so, 
there  is  found  mention  of  it  being  published  irregularly  during  the  next  few  years. 

No  mention  of  an  associational  newsletter  is  again  found  until  1953.  A  sub- 
committee of  the  Executive  Committee  submitted  a  report  defining  the  work  expected 
of  a  full-time  Associational  Missionary  delineating  one  duty  as  "Plan  for,  prepare, 
and  distribute  monthly  associational  bulletin".  In  1957,  Paul  C.  Nix,  the  Association^

Lssociational  Minutes 

Since  its  beginning,  the  Association  has  published  each  year  the  proceedings 
if  its  annual  sessions  in  an  Associational  Annual  along  with  a  variety  of  statistical 
nformation  about  the  Associational  Organizations  and  the  Churches  in  the  Association, 
'he  information  in  these  Annuals  is  a  valuable  historical  resource.  Recognising  this 
ralue,  the  leaders  of  the  Association  have  from  time  to  time  had  copies  of  the  Annuals 
>ound  and  placed  in  depositories  for  safekeeping. 

In  1917,  Brother  J.  E.  Lanier  presented  to  the  body  a  bound  copy  of  the  first 
:en  years  sessions  of  the  Association  which  had  been  furnished  by  the  former  clerk, 
Irother  T.  J.  Lassiter.  In  1931,  Rev.  S.  S.  Morgan  of  Smithfield,  was  authorised  to 
tresent  to  the  Library  at  Wake  Forest  for  reference  two  volumes  of  our  Associational 
dnutes  covering  the  past  20  years.  In  1938,  the  clerk  was  authorized  to  have  one  or 
tore  sets  of  the  Johnston  Association  minutes  bound.  The  Executive  Committee,  in 
ternary,  1947,  endeavored  to  get  a  complete  set  of  the  Associational  minutes  for 
uture  reference  and  historical  value.  At  the  Executive  Committee  meeting  on  April 
,  1947.  Brother  J.  G.  Lane,  Historian,  reported  that  a  complete  set  of  the 
Lssociational  minutes  had  been  bound  and  presented  to  Wake  Forest  College  for  their 
dbrary.  A  second  set  was  being  prepared  for  use  in  the  Association.  In  1951,  a 
et  of  bound  copies  of  the  Associational  minutes  from  the  year  1903  through  1950 


. 
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were  presented  to  the  Association.  It  was  voted  that  these  were  to  be  kept  in  the 
Library  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  in  Sraithfield.  Since  the  beginning,  the  bylaws 
of  the  Association  have  called  for  copies  of  our  Associational  minutes  to  be  placed 
in  a  variety  of  Southern  Baptist  Libraries  and  Historical  Collections. 

It  is  evident  that  throughout  the  years,  the  Association  has  strived  to  preserve 
its  records.  The  1958  annual  session  was  even  preserved  in  picture  by  a  professional 
photographer  who  made  12  pictures  during  the  proceedings  of  this  session.  However, 
at  the  present  time,  Associational  records  are  very  scarce.  The  Association,  itself, 
does  not  even  have  a  complete  set  of  its  Associational  annuals.  Two  complete  sets 
are  however  found  among  the  members  of  the  Assocation— Clayton  Baptist  Church  has  one 
and  Mrs.  Arthur  R.  Creech  of  Micro  has  another. 

Preserving  Church  Histories 

In  1929,  S.  L.  Morgan  read  a  historical  paper  of  the  Association  for  the  past  year 
with  recommendations  for  the  better  recording  and  preserving  of  our  Baptist  history, 
putting  special  emphasis  on  the  choice  of  faithful  and  competent  church  clerks.  The 
paper  was  adopted  and  S.  L.  Morgan  was  elected  Associational  Historian  with  the  under- 
standing that  he  would  prepare  a  historical  paper  for  the  next  year,  possibly  a  paper 
covering  the  entire  history  of  the  Association  to  that  time.  The  next  year,  he  again 
presented  a  historical  sketch  covering  events  of  historical  interest  during  the  past 
year.  He  stated  that  he  had  hoped  to  present  at  this  session  a  brief  historical 
sketch  of  the  body  since  its  organisation  at  Selma  in  1903.  But  such  a  task  seemed 
out  of  the  question  as  any  worthy  sketch  would  require  the  searching  of  the  historical 
records  of  each  of  the  churches  in  the  Association,  involving  weeks  of  work  for  an 
individual.  Clearly  the  first  step  would  be  for  each  church  to  write  its  own  history. 
This  step  was  taken,  it  would  seem,  by  many  of  the  churches  that  year,  stimulated  by 
the  state-wide  observance  of  the  100th  Anniversary  of  the  State  Convention,  with 

i 
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the  appeal  that  wsn.t  out  to  all  the  churches  to  write  a  historical  sketch  in   rr-nnw-M 
with  the  observance  of  "Fellowship  Week".  That  100th  anniversary  year  is  memorable  for 
starting  a  movement  among  the  churches  generally  over  the  state  to  write  and  preserve 
their  history. 

Historian  Morgan  recommended  the  following  to  the  Association: 

1.  That  each  church  that  has  not  done  so  shall  appoint  one  of  its  most 
competent  members  to  go  carefully  over  its  records  and  write  a  worthy  historical 
sketch  to  be  carefully  preserved  in  the  church  archives. 

2.  That  a  copy  of  this  historical  sketch  shall  be  sent  by  each  church  to 
be  preserved  in  the  fire-proof  vault  at  Wake  Forest,' and  another  copy  sent  to 

the  historian  of  the  Association,  this  office  being  continued,  and  someone  chosen 
annually  who  will  be  both  capable  and  frankly  interested  in  our  Baptist  history. 

3.  That  a  page  of  the  minutes  of  the  Association  each  year  shall  be  devoted 
to  the  history  of  one  of  the  churches  of  the  Association.  This  plan  in  due  time 
would  secure  the  printing  of  the  history  of  all  the  churches  of  the  Association, 
and  the  certainty  that  such  history  would  be  preserved  in  the  minutes. 

4.  That  the  historian  be  asked,  as  soon  as  he  has  sufficient  data,  to  write 
a  historical  sketch  of  the  Association  as  a  whole. 

5.  That  each  church  take  steps  promptly  to  safe-guard  against  the  loss  of 
its  old  record  books  by  fire  or  otherwise  by  depositing  them  for  safe  keeping  in 
the  fire-proof  vault  at  Wake  Forest  College,  with  the  understanding  that  they  are 
still  the  property  of  the  church.  The  danger  is  illustrated  in  case  of  the 
Smithfield  Church,  all  of  whose  records  have  been  lost  for  the  first  71  years  of 
its  history.  The  matter  seems  of  enough  importance  to  lead  each  church  to  vote 
formally  to  ask  that  the  clerk  deposit  all  old  records  in  Wake  Forest  Library. 

During  the  next  few  years,  no  church  histories  appeared  in  the  Associational 

minutes.  So  it  does  not  seem  that  the  recommendations  of  Historian  Morgan  were  wholely 

put  into  practice.  However,  in  1940,  Historian  James  G.  Lane,  was  requested  to  prepare 

a  history  of  the  church  entertaining  the  Association  each  year.  During  the  next  twenty 

years,  over  25  churches  of  the  Association  had  their  church  histories  printed  in  the 

Associational  minutes.  This  was  discontinued  in  1964,  however,  as  duplications  were 

beginning  to  occur.  Table  VI  contains  a  list  of  these  churches,  the  dates  their  history 

was  printed  in  the  minutes,  and  a  few  items  of  interest  from  the  church  histories.

Organized  in  1884  with  12  charter  members. 
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In  1975,  Mrs.  Leata  Barnes,  the  historian,  asked  that  all  churches  in  the 
Association  send  a  picture  and  a  brief  history  of  their  church  to  her  to  be  compiled 
for  the  Baptist  Collection  at  Wake  Forest  University.  This  action  was  stimulated  by 
the  National  Bicentennial.  In  1976,  Historian  Barnes,  presented  the  first  copy  of  the 
Bicentennial  History  of  the  Churches  to  Rev.  R.  E.  Moore  to  be  placed  in 
the  office  of  the  Director  of  Missions.  All  52  churches  had  their  histories  printed 
in  this  volume.  A  total  of  100  copies  of  this  publication  was  printed  with  one  being 
nade  available  to  all  the  churches  for  their  libraries. 

Outstanding  People 

Through  the  years ,  many  people  have  been  remembered  and  honored  for  their  service 
in  the  Lord's  work  in  the  Association.  James  G.  Lane,  historian  in  1932,  remembered  two 
of  these  people  who  were  instrumental  in  the  formation  and  operation  of  the  Association 
in  the  early  1900's.  No  two  laymen  had  done  more  in  the  service  of  the  Lord  in  Johnston 
County  than  R.  H.  Gower  and  J.  M.  Beaty.  They  labored  for  the  cause  they  loved,  travel! 
the  muddy  and  rough  roads  of  the  county  to  strengthen  the  weak  churches  and  to  encourage 
struggling  pastors. 

The  25th  anniversary  session  in  1927,  was  climaxed  with  the  following  resolutions 
which  were  offered  and  unanimously  adopted  by  a  rising  vote: 

"Whereas,  our  beloved  Moderator,  R.  H.  Gower,  after  25  years  of  devoted  service 
in  this  capacity,  has  declined  to  consider  re-election; 

"Resolved,  that,  in  grateful  recognition  of  his  eminently  faithful,  devoted 
service  during  25  years  of  our  history,  we  elect  him  by  acclamation  as  Moderator 
emeritus  for  the  remainder  of  his  life; 

"Resolved  further,  that  we  tender  him  a  rising  vote  expressing  our  gratitude 
and  love  with  the  prayer  that  our  kind  Father  may  make  his  declining  years  his 
best." 
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It  was  written  of  Brother  Gower  after  his  death  that  "he  more  than  any  other 
man  had  come  to  be  the  embodiment  of  an  ideal— the  struggle  0f  six  thousand  Johnston 
Baptists  toward  the  realization  of  the  noble  ideal  conceived  in  the  hearts  of  Godly 
men  and  woman  a  generation  ago."  He  was  the  one  clear  and  tangible  link  connecting 
the  old  and  new  eras  of  Baptist  History  in  this  section  of  North  Carolina.  He  was 
the  first  moderator  of  the  Johnston  Baptist  Association  and  for  twenty-five  years 
presided  over  its  sessions,  imparting  to  them  his  own  radiant  good  cheer  and  optimism 
and  his  own  zeal  and  loyalty  to  the  ideals  that  made  our  Baptist  forefathers  great 
and  our  Baptist  history  in  essential  things  "a  trail  of  glory". 

It  is  not  given  to  many  leaders  in  secular  history  to  see  in  concrete  form 
the  work  of  their  hands,  but  Brother  Gower  was  a  spiritual  leader  who,  on  the  twenty- 
fifth  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  our  Association,  could  see  what  had  been 
accomplished  under  his  direction.  He  had  watched  those  struggles  against  what  had 
seemed  insuperable  difficulties  in  those  early  days  when  Johnston  County  seemed  but 
a  mission  field,  and  when  the  churches  were  poorly  manned  with  pastors  and  leaders. 
As  he  ended  his  last  term  as  moderator,  he  saw  a  group  of  splendid  pastors  telling 
of  progress  that  seemed  almost  miraculous  when  compared  with  the  reports  he  received 
when  he  was  serving  his  first  term  as  moderator.  No  doubt  he  was  realising  that  at 
last  some  of  his  dreams  had  come  true,  for  things  he  once  had  hardly  dared  dream  had 
been  reported  as  realities  by  figures  of  increased  membership  and  great  gains  in  giving. 

As  Brother  Gower 's  name  is  found  among  the  list  dead  in  the  1930  minute  book, 
it  is  assumed  that  he  died  during  the  previous  year.  In  1939,  in  honor  of  her  deceased 
.usband  who  for  25  years  had  been  moderator  of  the  Association,  Mrs.  R.  H.  Gower  present, 
:he  Johnston  Association  the  gavel  that  had  been  used  by  him. 
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Brother  J.  M.  Beaty  had  been  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  in  the  Raleigh 
Association  prior  to  1903.  He  helped  form  the  Johnston  Baptist  Association  and  was 
chairman  of  its  Executive  Committee  for  many  years.  Brother  Beaty  died  in  1922  and 
us  will  left  1/6  of  his  estate  to  the  Association  for  the  Lord's  work.  Brother  Beaty 
:ook  a  particular  interest  in  the  Pleasant  Grove  Community.  He  purchased  a  piece  of 
property  there  and  gave  it  to  the  Association  to  be  used  for  a  church  in  that  community, 
le  then  went  to  work  establishing  a  church  there. 

At  the  1922  annual  session,  Brother  0.  A.  Moore  had  the  following  to  say  about 
he  Late  J.  M.  Beaty:   "We  have  suffered  a  tremendous  loss  due  to  the  inactive  condition- 
f  our  Executive  Committee.  The  long  continued  illness  of  the  chairman,  J.  M.  Beaty 
as  largely  responsible  for  this.  In  his  death,  the  Association  has  sustained  a  loss 
hat  will  be  felt  for  years  to  come.  He  did  more  for  the  cause  than  any  man  that 
ived  in  the  Association,  and  if  Baptist  history  is  ever  written  from  an  associational 
tandpoint,  the  story  will  be  largely  that  of  the  life  of  this  good  man." 

At  this  same  session,  the  following  resolutions  were  offered  and  adopted:

ol,  M.  P.  Davis,  N.  H.  Shepherd,  and  Mrs.  B.  A.  Hocutt.  Judge  F.  H.  Brooks  was 
pointed  to  write  suitable  resolutions  which  were  printed  in  the  1923  Associational 


lute  Book. 
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In  1959,  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Smithfield  presented  a  memorial  gavel  to 
:he  Association  in  memory  of  Brother  J.  M.  Beaty,  an  outstanding  layman  in  the 
Association  and  long  time  member  of  the  Smithfield  Church. 

Not  all  the  people  who  have  made  outstanding  contributions  to  the  Association 
lave  been  remembered  as  well  as  these  two,  however,  a  few  have  been  remembered  through- 
jut  the  years  in  a  variety  of  ways.  Some  have  been  remembered  in  historian's  reports, 
others  through  special  resolutions,  while  still  others  have  been  pictured  with  the 
ninutes  of  that  session  dedicated  to  them.  Table  VII  is  a  list  of  some  of  these  people 
idth  a  few  comments  about  each. 

In  1924,  the  conmittee  on  obituaries  was  adopted.  Since  1926,  a  list  of  all 
the;  members  of  all  the  churches  who  have  died  during  the  previous  year  have  been 
published  in  the  Associational  minutes.  In  this  way,  approximately  100  people  have  been 
remembered  by  the  Association  each  year  for  the  Christian  life  they  lived. 

In,  1927,  during  a  25th  anniversary  program,  the  moderator  asked  the  clerk  to  read 
from  the  minutes  of  25  years  ago,  the  roll  of  churches  and  delegates  and  the  list  of 
pastors  and  officers  of  the  Association.  All  those  who  were  present  25  years  ago  were 

■ 

ask  to  take  seats  on  the  platform— R.  H.  Cower,  A.  A.  Pippin,  C.  W.  Carter,  J.  C.  Hardee 
J.  T.  Holt,  Mrs.  J.  M.  Beaty  (in  place  of  her  lamented  husband),  and  Dr.  Livingston 
Johnston  who  was  present  as  the  State  Corresponding  Secretary. 

In  1950,  the  moderator  recognised  those  present  who  had  been  present  at  the 
organization  of  the  Association  in  the  Selma  Church  in  1903.  The  following  were 
present:  Mrs.  B.  R.  Edgerton  of  the  Pinkney  Church,  Mrs.  B.  A.  Hocutt  of  the  Clayton 
Church,  H.  E.  Earp  of  the  Selma  Church,  Mr.  J.  M.  Richardson  of  the  Live  Oak  Church, 
and  Mrs.  Annie  Myatt  of  the  Smithfield  Church.

He  was  soon  moving  away  to  Tennessee. 
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In  1953,  the  following  brethren  and  sisters  were  asked  to  stand  in 
recognition  of  their  long  and  faithful  service  to  the  Association  as  well  as 
their  record  of  regular  attendance  at  Associational  meetings:  Mrs.  Ethel 
Johnson,  Mr.  J.  E.  Gilbert,  and  Mrs.  B.  A.  Hocutt.  In  1957,  Mrs.  B.  A. 
Hocutt  and  Miss  Annie  Myatt  were  recognised  as  charter  members  of  the 
Association.   In  1959,  the  moderator  announced  that  Mr.  and  Mrs.  G.  Willie 
Lee  had  attended  every  annual  session  of  the  Association  since  1928.  This 
seemed  unparalleled.  However,  it  was  learned  that  Miss- Annie  Myatt  had 
attended  all  but  four  annual  sessions  since  1904.  In  1963,  Miss  Annie  Myatt  was 
present  again  and  stated  that  she  had  attended  more  the  40  annual  sessions . 

In  1976  and  1977,  churches  and  individuals  were  given  a  chance  to  have  some 
outstanding  person  remembered  by  donating  money  in  their  name  to  the  Associational 
Building.  People  remembered  in  this  way,  had  their  names  inscribed  on  plaques 
hung  in  the  new  Associational  building  and  short  biographical  sketches  of  their 
lives  prepared  to  be  placed  in  a  book  in  the  Associational  building.

Woman's  Missionary  Union 

A  Woman's  Missionary  Union  was  organized  on  Sunday  afternoon,  November  29, 
1903,  by  Brother  C.   W.   Blanchard,  auxiliary  to  the  Johnston  Baptist  Association, 
with  Mrs.   Ashley  Home  of  Clayton,  Vice  President,  and  Mrs.   W.  M.   Pettway  of 
Smithfield,  Secretary.     In  1904,  three  churches  reported  Woman's  Missionary 
Union  organizations — Benson,   Clayton,  and  Smithfield.      In  1905,  Lee's  Chapel, 
Clyde's  Chapel,  and  Mount  Moriah  also  reported  Woman's  Missionary  Union 
organizations . 
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Until  1908,  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  held  its  annual  meeting  in 
conjunction  with  the  annual  session  of  the  Association.  That  year  with  8 
churches  reporting  Woman's  Missionary  Union  organizations,  the  women  began 
holding  their  annual  meeting  at  a  different  time  and  place.  The  year  1914 
was  the  first  year  that  Woman's  Missionary  Union  enrollments  were  reported 
in  the  statistical  tables  in  the  Associational  annual.  That  year  nine 
churches  reported  Woman !s  Missionary  Union  organizations  with  a  total 
enrollment  of  490. 

In  1924,  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Association  recommended  that 
its  membership  be  enlarged  to  include  2  or  3  women.   Mrs.  J.  M.  Beaty  and 
Mrs.  B.  A.  Hocutt  were  elected  to  the  Executive  Committee  at  that  time. 
Also  that  year,  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  recommended  the  employment  of 
a  trained  woman  to  superintend  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  in 
the  Association.  In  1925,  Miss  Gertrude  Mattison  was  employed  with  half  of 
her  support  coming  from  the  State  Mission  Board.  However,  because  of  lack 
of  Associational  funds  for  the  other  half  of  her  support,  she  was  only  employed 
for  one  year. 

The  Woman's  Missionary  Union  work  made  significant  growth  during  the  Seventy- 
Five  Million  Campaign  in  the  early  1920 !s.  Woman's  Missionary  Union  membership 
increased  from  627  to  950  during  this  five  year  campaign.  The  Woman's  Missionary 
Union  membership  continued  to  grow  until  in  the  1950 's  and  the  1960 's  almost 
every  church  in  the  Association  was  reporting  a  Woman's  Missionary  Union 
organization.  See  Tables  VIII  and  IX.  Membership  peaked  in  1955  at  2,722  with 
all  but  two  churches  reporting  an  organization,  and  again  in  1965  at  2,759  with 
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4  churches  reporting  no  organization.  In  1977  membership  had  dropped  to  2,454 
with  still  3  churches  not  reporting  an  organisation. 

In  the  early  1970 's,  Mrs,  Leata  Allen  Barnes  compiled  and  wrote  a  history 
of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  in  the  Johnston  Association.  She  received 
special  recognition  at  the  1972  annual  session  of  the  Association  for  this 
work  which  she  had  published  in  a  book  entitled  "Three  Score  &  Ten  Years, 
Johnston  Baptist  Association  Woman's  Missionary  Union". 

Brotherhood 

In  1936,  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  first  set  up  the  Southern 
Baptist  Brotherhood  headquarters  in  Memphis,  Tennessee.  It  was  in  the  late 
1940's  before  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Convention  organized  a  State  Brother- 
hood organisation.  In  1939,  for  the  first  time,  the  Johnston  Association 
reported  Brotherhood  organizations—one  at  Selma  and  one  at  Steven's  Chapel— 
with  a  total  enrollment  of  77.  It  was  in  the  1950's  before  the  Association 
began  to  promote  the  organization  of  Brotherhoods  in  the  churches  by  holding 
Brotherhood  schools  and  clinics. 

In  the  mid  1950 's,  the  Royal  Ambassador  work  came  under  the  sponsorship 
of  the  Brotherhood.  Prior  to  this  time  it  had  been  under  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Union.  The  first  Royal  Ambassador  organization  was  reported  in  1910  by  Mount 
Moriah  Church.  That  year  at  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  annual  session,  Miss 
Lucy  Pool  stood  and  spoke  bravely  for  the  Royal  Ambassador  program,  giving  some 
splendid  ideas  and  helps  for  enlisting  boys.

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In  1955,  when  Royal  Ambassador  enrollments  were  first  reported  with  the 
Brotherhood,  5  churches  reported  Baptist  Men  organisations  and  15  churches 
reported  Royal  Ambassador  organizations  for  a  total  enrollment  of  321.  See 
Tables  VIII  and  IX ,  Brotherhood  enrollment  has  continued  to  grow  and  peaked 
in  1976  at  977  with  32  churches  reporting  Brotherhood  organizations. 

Sunday  School 

The  largest  effort  in  church  training  has  probably  been  through  the 
Sunday  School  organizations.  In  1903,  when  the  Association  was  organized, 
almost  every  church  reported  a  Sunday  School  enrollment.  That  year  the  churches 
reported  a  total  enrollment  of  2,074  in  Sunday  School  organisations.  In  the 
1920  !s  there  was  a  surge  in  Sunday  School  enrollments.  There  was  an  increase 
of  over  1,000  in  a  two  year  period— 4,864  in  1923  to  5,812  in  1925.  Two 
significant  events  were  probably  responsible  for  this  increase— the  Seventy- 
Five  Million  Campaign  and  the  employment  of  Miss  Gladys  Beck  as  the  Sunday 
School  worker  for  the  Association. 

Sunday  School  enrollments  continued  to  grow  until  in  the  1950' s  and  the 
1960's,  it  was  larger  than  the  resident  church  membership.  See  Tables  VIII, 
IX,  and  X.  Sunday  School  enrollment  peaked  in  1956  at  14,182.  The  surge  in 
growth  during  this  period  was  probably  attributable  to  the  hard  work  and 
dedicated  leadership  of  a  very  effective  Associational  Sunday  School  Council. 
In  1977,  every  church  reported  a  Sunday  School  organization  with  a  total 
enrollment  of  8,516.

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Training  Union 

In  1903,  Clayton  and  Smithfield  Churches  reported  gifts  to  missions  from 
Baptist  Young  People's  Unions.  In  1919,  the  first  year  Baptist  Young  People's 
Union  enrollments  were  reported  in  the  statistical  tables  of  the  associational 
annual,  four  churches — Clayton,  Mount  Moriah,  Wendell,  and  Wilson's  Mills — 
reported  a  Baptist  Young  People's  Union  organisation  with  a  total  enrollment 
of  139. 

In  1920,  an  Associational  Baptist  Young  People's  Union  organization  was 
organised  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  new  unions  and  encouraging  unions  already 
organized.  Brother  0.  A.  Moore  was  elected  as  Director  of  the  Associational 
Baptist  Young  People's  Union,  The  Seventy-Five  Million  Canpaign  and  the  work 
of  Miss  Gladys  Beck,  Associational  Baptist  Young  People's  Union  worker  was 
reflected  by  a  surge  in  Baptist  Young  People's  Union  enrollment  in  the  early 
1920 's.  In  1925,  Baptist  Young  People 's  'Union  enrollment  peaked  at  847. 

In  1928,  A.  L.  Brown  gave  the  report  on  Baptist  Young  People's  Unions  at 
which  time  he  made  a  ringing  appeal  to  the  older  members  of  our  churches  to 
give  the  young  people  less  criticism  and  more  help.  In  the  mid  1930's,  Adult 
training  unions  were  being  formed,  and  this  total  area  of  work  began  to  be 
referred  to  as  the  Baptist  Training  Union. 

Enrollment  in  Training  Union  peaked  in  I960  at  2,470  with  Training  Union 
organizations  in  29  churches.  See  Tables  VIII  and  IX.  Unfortunately,  the 
Training  Union  work  has  really  fallen  off  in  recent  years  until  in  1976  only 
8  churches  reported  a  Training  Union  organization  with  an  enrollment  of  only 
429.  This  is  an  area  that  is  badly  in  need  of  some  attention  by  our  churches 
and  by  the  Association. 
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Vacation  Bible  School 

Before  1932,  no  churches  had  reported  holding  a  Vacation  Bible  School.  In 
1932,  Clayton  Church  reported  holding  the  first  Vacation  Bible  School  with  an 
enrollment  of  18.  Vacation  Bible  School  work  grew  very  quickly  and  in  1947, 
just  15  years  later,  every  church  in  the  Association  reported  holding  a  Vacation 
Bible  School  with  a  total  enrollment  of  4,041.  N.  A.  Catlett  was  largely 
responsible  for  this  surge  in  Vacation  Bible  School  work.  From  that  time  forward, 
almost  every  church  has  held  a  Vacation  Bible  School  each  year,  but  1974  was  the 
only  other  year  that  100%  of  the  churches  reported  holding  a  Vacation  Bible 
School.  See  Tables  VIII  and  IX. 

Church  Enrollment  and  Finances, 

Table  X  shows  the  growth  of  our  Association  in  terms  of  churches,  number  of 
pastors,  number  of  baptisms,  and  church  membership.  During  six  different  years- — 
1924,  1925,  1938,  1950,  1957,  and  1959-^the  churches  in  the  Association  have 
reported  over  500  baptisms  and  in  the  year  1925  baptisms  reached  an  all  time 
high  of  606.  Total  Church  membership  in  the  Association  has  grown  from  2,400 
in  1903  to  13,757  in  1976  with  a  slight  drop  off  in  1977  to  13,227.   In  1955 
all  the  churches  began  reporting  membership  by  resident  and  non-resident. 
Resident  membership  reached  an  all  time  high  in  1975  at  10,244. 

Table  XI  shows  the  growth  in  the  giving  patterns  of  the  churches  since  1903. 
In  1903,  the  churches  reported  a  total  of  $6,418  expended  for  all  church  objects. 
In  1977,  this  amount  was  $1,397,986.  Gifts  to  Association  Missions  have  grown 
from  nothing  in  1903  to  $24,192  in  1977.  Gifts  to  all  mission  purposes  has 
grown  from  $928  in  1903  to  $208,301  in  1977.

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Growth  of  the  Associational  Mission  Program 

In  1903,  Johnston  County  was  considered  mission  territory  and  until  1930  the 
Association  received  aid  from  the  State  Mission  Board  which  was  used  to  support 
the  work  of  the  Association  as  well  as  to  pay  the  salaries  of  the  pastors.  In 
the  beginning  most  of  the  churches  were  having  preaching  services  only  Once  a 
month.  Only  three  churches- — Clayton,  Selma,  and  Smithfield— were  having  services 
twice  a  month.  In  1910,  Clayton  was  the  first  church  to  begin  having  services 
every  Sunday.  Today  most  all  of  the  churches  have  services  every  Sunday  and 
more  than  half  of  them  are  also  having  Sunday  evening  services. 

The  first  mention  of  the  Association  beginning  to  support  its  own  mission 
work  was  in  1917  when  the  following  resolution  was  presented  and  adopted; 

"Whereas,  the  apportionment  which  is  received  from  the  State  Board  of 
Missions  is  not  sufficient  to  adequately  carry  on  our  mission  work  in  our 
>   Association;  be  it 

"Resolved:  That  the  Association"  adopt  in  its  budget  Associational 
Missions,  and  that  the  churches  be  assessed  to  raise  $750  for  this  object, 
to  be  used  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Association  to  supplement  the 
apportionment  granted  by  the  State  Missions  Board,  and  the  Executive 
Committee  be  instructed  to  apportion  the  amount  to  be  raised  by  each 
church  in  the  Association." 

In  1920,  to  foster  gifts  to  the  Associational  Mission  program.,  the  following 

resolution  was  presented  and  adopted: 

"Resolved,  that  the  Association  in  its  18th  annual  session  earnestly 
urge  the  churches  to  adopt  a  buget  system  of  finances  and  that  they 
endeavor  to  enlist  the  membership  to  bring  their  offerings  at  each 
regular  service . " 

One  of  the  most  remarkable  periods  of  growth  in  the  Association  was  launched  about 
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this  time  and  was  known  as  the  "Seventy-Five  Million  Campaign".  This  movement 
was  the  outgrowth  of  conditions  existing  after  the  end  of  World  War  I.  It  was 
a  nationwide  effort  inaugurated  to  meet  the  needs  of  immediate  finances . 

At  this  same  time,  to  further  Christian  education,  the  Educational  Board  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  was  established.  The  scope  of  the  work  to  be 
accomplished  by  this  board  was  outlined  as  folloxvs: 

"To  mobilize  the  Baptist  of  the  South  in  the  interest  of  education, 
to  awaken  in  the  thinking  of  Baptist  fathers  and  mothers  an  appreciation 
of  higher  education  which  shall  lead  them  to  make  personal  sacrifices  to 
send  their  children  to  high  school  and  to  college. 

"To  cooperate  with  all  the  existing  state  agencies  of  our  denomination 
engaged  in  the  operation  and  support  of  our  several  Baptist  educational 
institutions. 

"To  participate  enthusiastically  in  the  Baptist  Seventy-Five  Million 
Dollar  Campaign  for  the  purpose  of  uniting  the  Southern  Baptists  in  one 
supreme  effort  by  which  all  Baptist  enterprises  shall  be  adequately 
supported;  one  definite  goal  of  this  effort  being  to  raise  $20,000,000 
for  Christian  Education  in  five  years?  the  inspiration  of  this  endeavor 
being  the  acknowledged  need  of  trained  Christian  leaders  and  imperative 
demand  that  in  the  new  era  upon  which  we  are  entering,  the  Baptist 
interpretation  of  Christianity  shall  have  a  world-wide  presentation." 

During  the  Seventy-Five  Million  Campaign,  the  hearts  and  the  pocketbooks 
of  the  Johnston  folks  were  more  fully  consecrated  to  the  Lord's  work  than  ever 
before.   During  the  5-year  period,  the  Johnston  Association  had  gifts  totaling 
Over  $350,000  given  for  mission  work. 

The  Seventy-Five  Million  Campaign  had  other  goals  besides  just  simply  raising 
money.  There  was  a  noticeable  development  along  all  lines  of  activitiy  fostered  by 
the  Association,  one  of  the  outstanding  being  the  number  of  additions  to  the  church 
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by  baptism.  There  were  over  600  baptisms  in  1924  alone,  while  the  total  for  the 
five-year  period  was  over  2,000.  Another  area  of  marked  growth  was  in  the  Baptist 
Young  People's  Union.  There  was  also  significant  growth  in  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Union  and  Sunday  School  enrollments. 

In  1978.  another  similiar  campaign  has  been  initiated  with  similiar  goals.  This 
one  we  are  calling  the  "Bold  Mission  Thrust-'.  With  the  cooperative  work  and  prayers 
the  people  of  the  Johnston  Association  will  show  by  1982  that  they  are  still  just 
as  consecrated  to  the  Lord's  work. 

In  1925.  the  Association  employed  for  the  first  time  an  Associational  worker. 
Miss  Gladys  H.  Beck  served  the  Association  as  a  Baptist  Young  People's  Union  Worker  and 
as  Sunday  School  Worker  until  December,  1926,  when  she  left  to  become  the  State  Primary 
and  Junior  Leader.  Her  salary  was  paid  half  by  the  State  Sunday  School  Board  and  half 
by  the  Association.  Also  in  1925,  an  Associational  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Worker 
was  employed,  Miss  Gertrude  Mattison,  who  served  in  that  position  through  July,  1926. 
Her  salary  was  paid  half  by  the  State  Mission  Board  and  half  by  the  Association.   Both 
these  workers  left  a  lasting  influence  for  good  on  the  entire  Association  and  their 
going  was  a  great  loss.  There  had  however  not  been  sufficient  funds  to  keep  them  any 
longer.   Contributions  from  the  churches  had  amounted  to  only  about  1/3  of  the  cost 
to  the  Association  for  the  support  of  these  two  workers. 

It  was  not  until  the  fall  of  1936  that  the  idea  of  a  full-time  Associational 
Missionary  was  given  some  concrete  consideration.  That  year,  the  actual  progress 
made  in  the  Association  was  at  a  very  low  ebb.  In  fact  the  chairman  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  in  making  his  report,  said  that  his  committee  had  not  held  a  single  meeting 
luring  the  entire  year.   In  that  year,  a  special  committee  was  appointed  to  study  the 
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possibility  of  employing  a  full  time  Associational  Missionary,  This  committee, 
composed  of  D.  M.  Clemmons,  Chairman;  A.  J.  Whitley;  C.  W.  Teague ;  Theo  B.  Davis;  and 
J.  N.  Stancil  made  this  report  to  the  Association  at  the  1936  session: 

"1.   Your  committee  is  conscious  of  the  need  of  having  a  full-time  worker 
in  our  Association.  We  recommend  that  such  a  worker  be  employed. 

"2.  We  also  recommend  that  every  church  in  our  Association  be  approached 
for  support  of  this  worker. 

"3.  We  recommend  that  the  matter  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Executive 
Committee  and  that  the  worker  not  be  employed  until  sufficient  money  is  available 
to  do  so.  We  suggest  $600  as  the  amount  for  the  Association  to  raise. 

"4.  Finally,  we  recommend  that  the  delegates  clearlj^  present  this  matter 
to  their  respective  churches  and  that  each  church  state  the  amount  of  her  pledge 
to  the  support  of  this  worker." 

In  1937,  invested  with  authority  from  the  Association,  the  Executive  Committee 

employed  Rev.  Ted  Baugherty,  a  representative  of  the  Baptist  Seminary  at  Fort  Worth, 

Texas,  as  the  first  full-time  Associational  Missionary.  The  Executive  Committee 

recommended  that : 

"1.  That  every  church  in  the  Association  secure  Brother  Baugherty  for 
a  week  of  work. 

"2.  That  each  church  make  some  pledge  for  the  support  of  this  worker, 
whether  it  be  large  or  small, 

"3,  That  the  kind  of  work  which  Brother  Baugherty  is  doing  in  our 
Association  be  continued  in  the  future." 

Brother  Baugherty  was  given  the  responsibility  of  promoting  the  entire  Missionary 

program  in  the  Association.  At  the  1937  annual  session,  he  gave  a  verbal  report  on 

the  progress  of  this  work. 

In  1938,  the  Executive  Committee  reported  that  Rev.  Ted  Baugherty,  the  Associatio 

Missionary  whose  work  we  had  promoted  and  supported,  had  returned  to  the  Baptist  Semin 

after  serving  our  Association  from  June  1,  1937  to  September  1,  1938.  Brother  Daughtr 

was  commended  for  the  fine  work  he  had  done,  especially  with  the  young  people.  The 

Executive  Committee  recommended  the  continuation  of  this  fine  work  and  that  a  special 

committee  be  appointed  to  employ  a  replacement  for  Rev.  Baugherty.   A  new  worker 
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should  be  employed  only  after  sufficient  funds  are  pledged  or  paid  to  support  a 
salary  of  $100  per  month.  During  the  previous  year,  the  Treasurer's  report  revealed 
that  Rev.  Daugherty  had  received  a  total  of  $712  as  salary. 

In  1939,  along  with  the  Digest  of  Letters  was  this  quotation:   "The  greatest 
lack  among  our  churches  outside  consecrated  living  is  to  put  the  church  on  a  business 
basis.  Make  a  budget.  Plan  your  work  then  work  your  plan.  If  all  the  churches  would 
organise  their  work  in  a  practical  business  way,  twice  as  much  could  be  done  with  half 
the  effort.  With  Paul  'Be  .  .  .  not  slothful  in  business1."  The  Executive  Consnittee 
reported  that  not  enough  churches  were  interested  to  contribute  enough  funds  to  pay 
the  salary  of  a  full-time  worker.  Therefore,  the  task  of  securing  a  full-time  worker 
has  been  abandoned.  During  the  past  year  the  churches  had  contributed  only  $300  to 
Associational  Missions. 

In,  1940,  the  Executive  Committee  appointed  a  special  committee  consisting  of 
R.  R.  McColloch,  C.  L.  Gillespie,  G.  A.  Earp,  and  Mrs.  D.  B.  Oliver  to  secure  the 
services  of  an  Associational  summer  worker.  After  due  consideration,  this  committee 
employed  Mrs.  John  H.  Stokes  to  work  with  and  under  the  direction  of  the  pastors  for 
a  period  of  approximately  3  months.  Mrs.  Stokes  was  well  received  in  the  Association 
and  in  the  churches  with  the  result  that  she  served  over  3  months.  The  treasurer's 
records  revealed  that  she  was  paid  a  total  of  $281  in  salary  for  this  period  of  time. 

Again  our  Missionary  program  was  allowed  to  seemingly  lag  for  a  time.  However, 
at  the  1943  annual  session,  W.  S.  Caudle  offered  the  following  resolution  which  was 
adopted: 

"First,  that  this  body  go  on  record  as  approving  the  calling  of  a  full-time 
Associational  Missionary  whose  duties  shall  be  to  work  with  the  Associational 
leaders  and  churches  in  cooperation  with  the  State  Baptist  Convention  in  the 
promotion  of  the  work  of  our  Master  within  the  bounds  of  our  Association. 

"Second,  that  the  Executive  Committee  be  given  the  power  to  formulate  plans 
to  be  suggested  to  the  churches  for  the  financial  support  of  the  worker  and  to 
call  the  missionary. 
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"Third,  that  the  amount  of  the  salary  of  the  above  mentioned  missionary- 
shall  be  determined  after  the  support  of  the  churches  is  known  and  funds  from 
other  sources  be  determined." 

The  Executive  Committee  met  in  a  called  meeting  May  23,  1944,  and  employed 

Brother  Paul  Beaton  as  our  full-time  Associational  Missionary  with  the  State  Baptist 

1    Convention  paying  about  1/3  of  the  salary  and  the  churches  of  the  Association  paying 

I  the  remainder. 

By  request  of  the  Executive  Committee,  Rev.  W.  S.  Caudle  presented  suggested 

plans  for  the  work  of  the  Associational  Missionary  in  this  Association.  This  outline 

I  was  to  show  what  was  being  done  and  what  was  proposed.  The  following  suggested  plan 

of  work  for  an  Associational  Missionary  was  reported  in  the  1944  minutes: 

"1.  To  promote  the  Sunday  School  work  in  the  Association  by  conducting 
enlargement  campaigns  in  the  local  church  upon  her  invitation,  simultaneous 
associational  enlargement  campaigns,  Daily  Vacation  Bible  School  Clinics  and 
schools,  organising  mission  Sunday  Schools  at  needed  places,  using  any  plan 
that  may  come  through  Ms  own  imagination  and  initiative  and  accepted  by  the 
churches. 

"2.  To  lead  in  creating  an  interest  in,  and  in  the  promotion  of  the  Training 
Unions  in  the  churches  with  the  goal  of  a  fully  organized,  wide  awake,  standard 
training  union  in  every  church  in  our  Association. 

"3.  To  assist  in  the  promotion  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  work  in 
every  possible  way. 

"4.  To  strive  to  lead  pastorless  churches  to  form  fields  that  will  enable 
them  to  call  a  pastor  who  can  live  among  them. 

"5.  To  help  to  establish  a  firm  conviction  of  the  need  for  God  in  a  lost 
world  through  the  promotion  of  stewardship  revivals,  schools  of  missions,  and 
other  like  movements , 

"6.  To  supply  for  pastorless  churches  and  preachers,  and  to  conduct  revival 
services  upon  the  invitation  of  the  pastor  and  church  when  his  schedule  will 
permit. 

"7.  The  Missionary  shall  work  with  and  under  the  direction  of  such  committee 
that  has  been  selected  or  may  be  at  any  future  time  by  the  Association  or  by  the 
Executive  Committee  if  between  sessions. 

"8.  The  Missionary  shall  be  required  to  make  a  monthly  report  to  the  said 
Committee  and  to  the  Executive  Secretary  of  our  State  Convention," 

Brother  Deaton  served  from  June  1,  1944  through  October  31,  1944,  at  which  time 

he  resigned  saying  he  felt  the  call  to  do  pastorial  work.  Though  he  was  quite  young 

and  inexperienced,  he  had  accomplished  a  great  deal  under  the  guiding  hands  and 
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sympathetic  understanding  of  the  Committee.  The  treasurer's  report  revealed  that 
Brother  Deaton  was  paid  $900  for  salary,  rent,  and  travel  during  the  previous  year. 

In  1945,  N.  A.  Catlett  gave  a  report  on  Associational  Missions.  He  reported 
that  two  summer  missionaries — Miss  Clariene  Mangum  and  Miss  O'Daniel — had  been  employed 
for  a  period  of  10  to  12  weeks  during  the  past  year.  He  emphasized  the  need  for  a 
full-time  Associational  Missionary  was  great. 

In  1946,  the  Executive  Committee  reported  that  at  a  special  meeting  held  in 
November,  Brother  N.  A.  Catlett  was  elected  as  Associational  Missionary.  The  treasurer1 
report  revealed  that  he  was  paid  $2004  during  the  previous  year.  In  1947,  N,  A. 
Catlett  reported  that  it  had  been  a  great  year  for  Vacation  Bible  Schools  and  that 
a  Vacation  Bible  School  had  been  held  in  ever)*-  church  in  the  Association.  He  had 
also  served  as  temporary  pastor  for  the  newly  organized  Newton  Grove  Church.  The 
Executive  Committee  at  its  January  7,  1947,  meeting  raised  the  Missionary's  salary 
by  $600. 

At  the  Executive  Committee  meeting  on  October  5,  1948,  Brother  N.  A.  Catlett, 
\ssociational  Missionary  since  November,  1945,  resigned.  Through  his  untiring  efforts 
the  work  in  the  Association  had  moved  forward  in  a  remarkable  way.   Brother  Catlett 
will  long  be  remembered  because  of  three  outstanding  things  he  accomplished  while 
our  Missionary.  First,  he  was  able  to  lead  every  Church  in  the  Association  to  hold 
a  Vacation  Bible  School  in  1947,  many  converts  came  from  these  schools.  Second,  he 
helped  in  a  wonderful  way  to  guide  Benson  Grove  and  Newton  Grove  churches  into  fields 
of  greater  usefulness.  Third,  he  did  a  praise-worthy  job  in  leading  the  small  weaker 
ohurches  into  seeing  their  own  possibilities  and  doing  something  about  their  personal 
responsibility.  The  Association  expressed  their  gratefulness  to  Brother  Catlett  and 
d.shed  him  God's  blessing  as  he  went  int6  a  new  field  of  service. 
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The  Executive  Committee  recommended  the  continuation  of  the  Associational 
Missionary  Program  and  at  its  meeting  on  July,  1949,  elected  Brother  J.  H.  Mauney 
as  the  new  Associational  Missionary.  Brother  Mauney  served  until  October  6,  1953, 
at  which  time  he  resigned  to  move  to  new  work  in  the  Wilmington  Association.  Also 
in  1953,  the  Associational  year  was  set  to  run  from  October  1  through  September  30 
of  each  year; 

Upon  the  instruction  of  the  Executive  Committee  in  its  regular  meeting  of 
October  6,  1953,  the  Missions  Committee,  a  sub-committee  of  the  Executive  Committee 
sought  to  outline  and  define  the  work  of  an  Association  Missionary  in  the  Johnston 
Association.  At  the  1953  annual  session  they  presented  the  following: 

"A.  General  Promotion  Work 

"1.  To  aid  individual  churches  in  the  establishing  and  maintaining  of 
educational  organizations  such  as  Sunday  School,  Training  Union,  Woman's 
Missionary  Union,  Brotherhood. 

"2.  To  assist  through  the  proper  channels,  that  is,  through  the  organizations 
set  up  within  the  Association,  in  the  work  of  the  Sunday  School,  Training  Union, 
Woman's  Missionary  Union,  and  Brotherhood,  relying  upon  each  organization  to  carry- 
out  the  details  of  the  promotional  work., 

"3.  To  promote  simultaneous  and  co-operative  activities  among  the  churches 
in  schools  of  missions,  simultaneous  evangelistic  and  stewardship  campaigns, 
"a.  Central  and  simultaneous  training  schools 
"b.  Enlargement  campaigns 

"c.  Sunday  School  and  Training  Union  faculty  training  clinics 
"d.  Clinics  for  Vacation  Bible  School 
"e.  Aid  in  conducting  Vacation  Bible  Schools  where  needed 

"4.  Plan  for,  prepare  and  distribute  monthly  Associational  bulletin. 

"5.  To  help  promote  musical  work  through  music  clinics  and  Associational 
musical  services. 

"6.  To  cooperate  with  the  State  Baptist  Student  Union  department  in  using 
students  as  summer  workers  in  the  work  of  the  Association  and  the  local  churches. 
"B.  Activites  in  the  Local  Church  will  include: 

"1.  Training  schools 

"2.  Stewardship  revivals  and  assistance  with  church  budgets  when  consulted. 

"3.  Vacation  Bible  Schools 

"4.  Pulpit  supply 

"5.  Assisting  pulpit  committees  upon  their  invitation. 

"6.  Assisting  in  revival  meetings  when  invited. 
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"C.  Work  in  Unchurched  Areas  and  Institutions 

"1,  Make  a  survey  of  Association  to  determine  opportunities 

"2.  Locate,  assist  in  the  establishment  and  operation  of  branch  or  mission 
Sunday  Schools  under  the  sponsorship  of  some  church,  or  under  the  sponsorship  of 
the  Association.  Assist  in  making  detailed  survey  of  prospective  areas. 

"3.  Conduct  Vacation  Bible  School  in  missions. 

"4.  To  aid  in  the  organization  of  new  churches  where  needed. 

"5.  To  help  in  conducting  religious  services  in  local  institutions—the 
prison  camp  and  county  home. 
"D.  General  Activities 

"1.'  Engage  in  personal  soul -winning, 

"2.  Enlist  young  people  to:  attend  a  Christian  college,  assist  in  summer 
activities  in  local  churches  of  Association,  choose  a  Christian  vocation. 

At  the  Executive  Committee  meeting  in  January,  1955,  Sister  Dale  (Mrs.  Howard  E.  Sr. 

iitchiner  was  elected  as  Associational  Missionary.   During  this  time,  the  Constitution 

of  the  Association  was  rewritten  and  the  Associational  Council  was  created.  On   February 

10,   1956,  Mrs.  Dale  Mitchiner  offered  her  resignation  to  the  Executive  Committee  to  take 

effect  on  October  1,  1956,  but  actually  she  did  not  leave  until  April  13,  1956. 

Paul  Nix  was  called  as  Associational  Missionary  on  April  16,  1957.  During  this 

ime.  a  systematic  selection  of  meeting  places  for  the  Association  and  its  organizations 

/as  instituted.  On  May  9,  1960,  Paul  Nix  resigned  as  Association  Missionary  effective 

!une  15  1960. 

Raymond  E.  Moore  was  called  as  Associational  Missionary  in  January,  1962.  Also 

hat  year,  the  churches  were  asked  to  give  to  Associational  Missions  at  the  rate  of 

.90  per  resident  member  and  the  Constitution  had  another  major  revision.  A  special 

ommittee  to  evaluate  and  study  the  program  of  the  Johnston  Association  Annual  Meeting 

/as  appointed  that  year  and  recommended  the  Monday  night  and  Tuesdajr  afternoon  and  night 

chedule  for  the  annual  meeting. 

In  1970,  the  budget  and  finance  committee  recommended  that  we  try  to  raise  $1,000 

o  be  placed  on  savings  to  be  used  for  an  office  building  at  some  future  date.  In  1971, 

his  building  fund  showed  a  balance  of  $571,  and  in  1972,  $1,047.  In  1973,  the  Committee 

a   the  Associational  Building  presented  some  preliminary  plans  for  the  building  and 
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reported  that  there  was  already  $2500  in  the  Associational  Building  Fund.  In  1974, 
this  committee  reported  that  they  were  searching  for  a  lot  on  which  to  build  and  that 
now  the  Building  Fund  showed  a  balance  of  $4600.  In  1975,  the  Building  Fund  showed  a 
balance  of  $5600  and  in  1976,  $6500.  In  1976,  the  committee  reported  that  a  lot  had 
been  found  in  Selma.  This  lot  was  purchased  for  $5,000  and  in  1977  construction  was 
begun  on  the  new  building  with  the  Building  Fund  showing  a  balance  of  $16,000. 

The  new  Johnston  Baptist  Associational  Office  Building  was  completed  in  1977  at 
an  approximate  cost  of  $50,000  and  was  occupied  in  January,  1978.  On  January  29,  an 
open  house  was  held  at  the  new  office  building  so  that  everyone  in  the  Association 
could  come  by  and  see  what  their  money  had  built.  Although  the  new  building  was  not 
occupied  until  January,  the  first  meeting  was  held  there  in  December,  the  Pastors'  and 
wives'  Christmas  Dinner.  Also  in  January  of  1978,  the  Association  employed  for  the 
first  time  a  half-time  secretary.  In  September,  this  position  was  increased  to  three- 
quarter  time  (25  hours  per  week).  Mrs.  Doris  Worthington  of  Selma  was  employed  in 
this  position. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  General  Board  on  September  26,  1978,  Rev.  Raymond  E.  Moore, 
after  serving  as  Associational  Missionary  for  17  years,  disclosed  his  plans  to  retire 
and  submitted  his  resignation  to  be  effective  December  31,  1978.   It  was  with  much 
regret  that  the  General  Board  accepted  the  resignation  of  Rev.  R.  E.  Moore.  Rev. 
Moore  has  served  the  Association  well  for  these  17  years,  and  he  has  left  a  lasting 
influence  for  good  on  Baptist  work  in  the  Johnston  County  area.  He  will  be  remembered 
for  leading  the  Association  into  a  greater  Associational  Mission  effort  than  ever 
before.  No  one  will  soon  forget  that  while  he  was  our  Director  of  Missions,  the 
Association  constructed  and  paid  for  an  office  building  to  be  better  able  to  carry 
out  the  work  of  our  Lord  in  Johnston  County. 
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Our  prayers  go  with  Rev.  Moore  into  his  retirement  years.  We  count  ourselves 
blessed  to  have  had  him  as  our  Director  of  Missions  and  we  rejoice  that  he  plans 
to  continue  to  live  in  this  area.  The  Association  will  surely  continue  to  profit 
by  his  wise  counsel. 

So  as  we  begin  our  next  75  years,  it  is  hoped  that  a  new  Director  of  Missions 
will  soon  be  called  by  the  Association  to  continue  the  good  work  carried  on  for  so 
long  and  so  well  by  Rev.  R.  E.  Moore.  May  this  statement  found  at  the  close  of  the 
1936  annual  session  of  the  association  always  portray  the  work  and  people  of  the 
Johnston  Baptist  Association:  "The  church  house  was  filled  with  delegates  and 
visitors,  the  day  was  beautiful  and  warm,  and  the  spirit  and  interest  in  the  Lord's 
work  were  good . " 
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
